The following are the recorded 
minutes of the Fort Wayne Radio 
Club: 


The July meeting of the Ft. Wayne 
Radio Club was held at the Salem 
Church of Chnist on 21 July, 1995 and 
started about 19:30 hours. There 
were about 35 people in attendance 
and the meeting was brought to order 
by President Carl Rittenhouse. 


The minutes were read and a motion 
was made for their approval. Before 
approval a request for an addition to 
the minutes was entertained.

New Hampshire 
Antenna Bill Signed 


- Badger State Smoke Signals 


New Hampshire Governor Stephen 
Mermill has signed into law a bill 
protecting amateur's nghts to antennas. 
The bill, HB 379, earlier passed both the 
state's House and Senate unanimously and 
was signed by the governor on June 5. It 
was originally written to include slightly 
stronger language regarding antennas than 
that contained in PRB-1; the language was 
then fine-tuned at the suggestion of 
members of the legislature who are 
"fniendly to Amateur interests," according 
to ARRL New Hampshire Section 
Manager Al Shuman, N1FIK. 


The bill was filed on the coattails of New 
Hampshire's HB 1380, passed in 1994, 
which provides protection from taxing 
Amateur Radio towers as real property. HB 
379 reads: 

"No city, town, or county in which there are 
located unincorporated towns or 
unorganized places shall adopt or amend a 
zoning ordinance or regulation with respect 
to antennas used exclusively in the amateur 
radio services that fail to conform to the 
limited federal preemption entitled Amateur 
Radio Preemption, 101 FCC 2nd 952 
(1985) issued by the Federal 
Communications Commission. 


ARRL President Resigns 


On July 1, 1995, ARRL President George 
Wilson, W4OYI, submitted his resignation. 
Mr. Wilson, who suffered a stroke on 
February 11, is in a rehabilitation hospital in 
Evansville, Indiana. In accordance with the 
by-laws, First Vice President Rodney J. 
Stafford, KB6ZV, became president for the 
remainder of the term. Upon completion of 
rehabilitation, Mr. Wilson will return to his 
home in Owensboro, Kentucky.

This past week we have seen many 
articles in the newspapers and features on 
TV about the big bombs. The News 
Sentinel on Saturday, 5 Aug 1995,

The 
complete story can be found at the Allen 
County Public Library in his book, which is 
a story of his life. Sheldon Hine was born in 
Waterloo, In. His cousin is W9QWI, 
Howard of Waterloo. Some of you may 
know Sheldon if you have the hobby of 
photography. Perhaps you may have used 
his Hinelight at either Farnsworth or 
Magnavox. It is used in photographing the 
inside of deep holes. The Government uses 
it for photographing the inside of gun 
barrels.

Upon enlisting in the Navy, he 
presented his idea of construction of 3-D 
matrices for use in bombing and shelling. 
Due to his contributions he was able to 
advance to the grade of Lt. Cmd. I recall 
several stories about Sheldon that does not 
appear in the NS article. One being about 
his early radio operation and the neighbors 
asking about the blue lights when he was in 
operation. I had the same experience when 
using mercury vapor rectifiers and 
operating CW. 

In 1945 aboard the vessel "Mount 
Olympus," Sheldon, because of his radio 
experience, was informed about a Radar 
problem. He was able to determine the 
cause: Sailors on watch in the crows Nest 
were heating their sandwiches after 
removing the wave guide test panel and 
placing them inside the wave guide (one of 
the first "microwave ovens"! - ed).

Rurode's 
dry goods store has decided to install a 
radio receiving set. This outfit 1s to be of 
the very latest type. Two steps of 
amplification will be used in conjunction 
with a loud talker. Mr. Rurode intends to 
give concerts every afternoon and evening, 
and this will no doubt be a great help to 
his business. We hope that other business 
houses will soon follow. 


RADIO FOR IRENE BYRON 


In the first issue of this paper we showed 
what a wonderful help to the sick wireless 
would be, and little did we think that it 
would soon be a reality. But now it is at 
hand. A fund has been started which 1s 
coming along very nicely. By fall the 
outfit should be installed and in good 
working order, and next winter, instead of 
lying on their cots trying to pass the time 
away by worry and sorrow, they will let 
the days flit by, as each and every day 
something new will be at hand, and the 
sick in their beds will listen to the world at 
work and play.

These 
amateurs to be trained will be enlisted as a 
reserve signal corps to be called to active 
duty only in case of national peril. If this 
project works out as it is planned, all of 
the enlisted men will be given two weeks 
of training this summer at some army 
camp. The age limit is eighteen years, and 
enlistments are for three years, except for 
ex-service men who have previously 
served a year or more in the army or navy. 
The headquarters of the fifth corps area, 
in which we are, is located at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison. A large continuous 
wave set has been installed there, and is at 
present handling all of the 
communications between Indianapolis and 
the war department at Washington, and 
will in the near future handle ll 
transcontinental relays for the war 
department. It is intended to use this 


station as a medium for training the 
amateurs by radio. Full particulars will be 
published from time to time, as they are 
received by this paper.
